He spoke 
seven foreign tongues, and he was 
widely acquainted wih western liter- 
ature including the Bible. v5

since the close of the last war, the 
scene of great archaeological activi- 
ties carried on with British and Unit- 
ed States financial support. The se- 
cond fact which induces me to write 
this story is merely that I have 
knocked around a bit in Palestine, 
Egypt, India, Persia, Mesopotamia 
and other points in the east and have 
had an opportunity to do a little bit 
of archeological work, on my own, in 
an effort to get behind the Christ- 
mas story as told in the gospels. 

The only portion of the Christrnas 
stéry Which enters into this’ writing 
are the details of the visit of the 
wise men to Jerusalem and Bethle- 
This is set forth in great de- 
tail in the gospel’ story; which at once 
Suggests that the visit was a most 
unusual thing in itself. But the wri- 
ter of the gospel story does more 
than that. He records in detail the 
nature of the “gifts” that the wise 
men brought with them. The gospel 
writer does this in sheer astonish 
ment; for contrary to popular opinion 
the three articles mentioned in the 
list of gifts—the gold, frankincense 
and myrrh —- had no intrinsic value 
whatsoever. . 

If you have in your medicine cab- 
inet some inexpensive healing oint- 
ment—something that retails for five 
or ten cents a tin—and a bottle of 
some cheap disinfectant standing be- 
side it;'you have the modern equiva- 
lent of what these visitors brought 
to Bethlehem. 

You may reply that the gold cer- 
tainly was valuable. If you do s0 
you are wrong again. Two thousand 
years ago silver was king in the 
financial marts of the world. Gold 
was of little more-value than the base 
metals of today. 

Who were these wise men? Where 
did they come from and what was the 
meaning of their visit? 

The gospel story relates that they 
came fromthe east. A glance at the 
map of western Asia will show that 
immediately to the east of Palestine 
there is desert and that condition 
prevailed in New Testament times. 
immediately to the east of this des- 
ert we come to the country that is 
watered by the Tigris and Euphra- 
tes. Next to the east we come to the 
land of Persia, and in gospel times 
Persia was flourishing, the centre of 
world culture and worldly wealth. 

This condition in Persia was large- 
ly brought about by the leaders of the 
faith of Zoroaster. They were the 
Jeaders of Persian thought, culture, 
science and commerce and it was the 
priests of this tribe that sent -three 
members of their cult to Jerusalem 
almost 2,000 ‘years ago. We know 
those priests as the wise men. 

Twenty centuries have seen chang- 
2s in Persia. The country remains 
a political-entity; but under the sway 
of Islam, which swept across the 
sountry in the seventh century of 
this era, it has seen the departure 
of its former grandeur. But now we 
zome to the strange element in the 
picture. The ancient grandeur of 
Zoroastrianism survives. It is more 
powerful today than it was 20 cen- 
turies ago. True, it did not -sirvive 
in Persia, but the direct descendants 
of those ancient priests carry on their 
ancient traditions on the Island of 
Bombay. The cult of Zoroaster was

Myrrh was 
the ‘common substancé wed in em- 
balming the dead. It had preserved 
the mummies of Egypt for a. period

bolize that this kingdom, which was/
